Shows $321,507 To Be Raised 


There was a good attendance of 
interested persons at the meeting 
of the Civic Council at the public 
forum Wednesday evening. Ed- 
ward F. Hurley, council president, 
acted as moderator. 

From the discussion on the va- 
rious articles these facts were re- 
corded: The total request for 

«funds for the welfare department 

is $57,000, an 8% increase over 
last year's $52,500; it being state 
election year the election cost is 
increased; town hall care is up 
$1,000 because it is planned to 
redecorate the main auditorium; 
the total appropriation for school 
purposes this year is $205,199, com- 
pared to last year’s $169,327; the 
cost of $15,000 for the repair of 
Schell-bridge would-be divided -as 
follows: $9,000 from the state, 
$2,000 from the county and $4,000 
from local tax money. However 
there seems to be a problem there 
as the state’s share must be taken 
from Northfield’s Chap. 90 high- 
way construction funds, thus cut- 
ting down work that had been 
planned for other areas. In answer 
to the question, ‘‘Is the bridge safe 
for usage?” it was stated that it 
will be posted for a load weight 
limit of 8 tons. 

The report of the revaluation 
equalization committee was ‘not 
available but the opinion seemed 
to be that if the town so votes the 
assessors could make a start at 
the task under the supervision of 
the state department for the sum

Those present seemed to favor 
the appointment of a committee 
to study the advisability of pur- 
chasing the Northfield Water com- 
pany and prepare a plan to pur- 
chase and operate the same. The 
suggestion was made that the re- 
habilitation fund of about $15,000 
could be used toward this project. 

The discussion of the establish- 
ment of the office of chief of po- 
lice brought forth a lively expres- 
sion of opinions. The object of 
this new appointment would be to 
relieve the chairman of the board 
of selectmen of these duties which 
are time consuming and demand- 
ing.

Different localities give the car- 
dinal different names, such as red- 
bird, winter redbird, crested red- 
bird, Virginia redbird and red corn- 
cracker—since it cracks kernels of 
corn in a most dexterous manner. 
It was James Lane Allen who was 
responsible for the name of ‘The 
Kentucky Cardinal” in his fascin- 
ating tale of the south. 


The cardinal is a shy bird in the 
field, but rather self assured and 
dignified, with perhaps a dash of 
boldness, around home grounds. 
He isn’t as slim and graceful as 
the catbird, but he outshines a!! 
birds with his brilliant color. His 
crest is a bit of a barometer, a per- 
sonal barometer. If all is serene. 
his crest lies back on his head. If 
the bird is happy, angry or sur- 
prised, he will lift his crest till it 
stands straight up, as peaked as 
an old-fashioned night cap. 


As a general rule the cardinal 
likes to stay in one locality winter 
and summer. He is a good bird to 
encourage. Both friendly and ben- 
eficial, he destroys quantities of 
weed seeds and injurious insects. 
Grains and wild fruits are a part 
of his varied diet, also. 


The greenish white or bluish 
eggs, marked with brown and vio- 
let, are laid in a nest made of 
leaves, grass and tendrils and lined 
with finer grasses or hair. Loosely 
put together, though firm, the nest 
is well hidden in vines, thickets or 
small trees. The birds are dis- 
turbed if the nest is found. for 
they prefer to keep their private 
lives to themselves. Cardinals are 
a devoted pair. While the female 
sits on the eggs, the male feeds 
her and guards her from intrud- 
ers and he takes entire care of the 
young when they have left the 
nest. He sings to her from an ex- 
posed perch in the top of a tree, 
fence post or telephone wire, a 
series of ..cheery, ringing «tones 
whistled loud and clear with many 
variations. The female is herself 
a charming singer; hers is a sweet- 
er, softer song. 

This glorious bird is well known 
and loved in the south. Perched 
among the white blossoms of a 
magnolia or flowering dogwood 
the cardinal is as memorable and 
inspiring a sight as he is up north 
in the winter countryside. These 
birds have been gradually coming 
northward, spreading over a wide 
range, visiting new localities. Sec- 
tions of Amherst and Pelham are 
ports of call for these rocket-red 
creatures of the air. 

Not long ago a group of happy 
Girl Scouts embarked on a field 
trip to a “bird sanctuary” on N. 
Valley Rd., «‘°lnam, expressly to 
see the cardina.. When they ar- 
rived he was nowhere to be seen. 
They waited and waited. Then, 
just’as they were about to leave, 
he made an appearance at the 
feeding station in all his splendor 
—a magnificant sight as he 
streaked across the snow-covered 
setting at the home of Mrs. June 
Seitz. Their patience was _ thrill- 
ingly and magnificantly rewarded.

Tree Warden Advocates 
>-aservation Program 


With a current loss of some 55 
trees a year along the town 
streets, Northfield must undertake 
an active program for their pres- 
ervation and replacement. This 
warning was given today by Jo- 
seph S. Bilmon, tree warden and 
gyspy moth agent. This figure 
does not include the tree loss along 
Main street, a state highway, 
where ten more large trees are 
slated to be removed this year. 

An article in the town warrant 
for the annual town meeting on 
March 4 provides $200 for the re- 
placement of trees along the town 
streets during this year. It is 
hoped that the state will plant 
others along Main street where 
several planted last year have al- 
ready died. Sigman fe So 

The town intends to continue 
its protection program which last 
year included two sprayings of 
trees for gypsy moth and Dutch 
elm beetle and three for the Jap- 
anese beetle. A further attack on 
the Japanese beetle was through 
milky disease spore operations 
which should be expanded this 
year. 

Dutch elm disease, exceptionally 
dry weather and storm damage ao- 
count for tree losses. Although the 
proposed appropriation for replace- 
ment will provide for only about 
twenty trees it will serve to alert 
the community to the losses being 
sustained. 

Mr. Bilmon said that Northfield _, 
is especially vulnerable to Japan-— 
ese beetle depredations because of 
its rich soil and many acres of 
lawns both residential and institu- 
tional including the hotel golf 
course and campus of the North- 
field School for Girls where town 
efforts have been supplemented by 
milky disease spore control activ- 
ity conducted by the schools. He 
expressed appreciation for the ac- 
tive interest of the Garden club 
and of many individual citizens 
helping in the Japanese beetle 
control program, 

A variety of trees should be se- 
lected for replacement, Mr. Bil- 
mon believes, including rock and 
Norway maples, red oak and mor- 
aine honey locust. In this ‘he re 
flects the recommendations of the 
Western Massachusetts tree war- 
dens’ and moth superintendents’ 
association, of which he is presi- 
dent. ;

Backyard Gardner

It’s Spring Flower Show time 
again.-The- Western Massachusetts 
Flower Show in Springfield has 
already started — February 26 
through March 31. The New Eng- 
land Spring Flower Show in Bos- 
ton starts March 9 and Jasts until 
March 15. If possible, try to at- 
tend either or both. 

Spring flower shows always give 
many new suggestions for the 
home gardener. Also, whether you 
are a gardener or not, the many 
colorful flowers will surely lift you 
out of your doldrums. February 
and March can be dreary months 
for some, and a flower show is a 
wonderful tonic. 


With the deep snow around my 
home, gardening—either physical- 
ly or mentally—is practically nil 
this week. However, at the uni- 
versity, we are busy with our 
Stockbridge student exhibit at the 
Western Massachusetts Flower 
Show. The exhibit theme is 
‘Plants for Home and Industry.” 
The University of Massachusetts 
exhibit at the Boston Show will be 
on lawns and will stress specific 
grasses or grass mixtures that are 
desirable for the home grounds. If 
you haven't seen Zoysia, that, too, 
will be displayed, even though we 
do . recommend it for New Ing- 
land. 


When you attend a flower show, 
you should go with notebook and 
pencil for taking notes. Also, plan 
to stay several hours or,a day to 
make the visit worthwhile. Few 
people realize the work involved 
in staging just one exhibit. Months 
to a year of planning go into 
many exhibits. 

As a rule educational exhibits 
do not have as much appeal as a 
landscape scene or flower arrange- 
ment. They require a little more 
effort on the part of the visitar to 
fully interpret the information. 
Many of us are too busy. We are 
rushing here and there hoping 
that some of the information will 
rub off on use. Perhaps I have 
painted too bleak a picture but 
after spending 12 years at the Bos- 
ton Rlower Show this criticism 
seems justified.
